Maybe it Is also wishful thinvtng to specu- 
late on what our budget woold be If postwar 
Soviet poller bad been what all of us hoped 
and uianr expected It would be. It might still' 
be big, br 1935 standards. There would be for- 
eign aid. but nothing like the present 
amoont In a disarming world we would spend 
a imall fraction of the present $14,000,000,- 
000 for defense. There would be>no budget 
Item of 1310,208,875 for atomic weapons. 

Bj 1935 atandards there would bs enor- 
moos appropriations for health, education, 
bousing, tocUl welfare, the derelopment and 
consenratton of natural and agrleultunt re- 
sources. Tht7 would probably amount to con- 
alderabl7 more than the IS per cent that 
tb«T do In the i960 budget. But they would be^ 
bUUoDS spent la quest of a better life In an 
wifrlghtened world. 

We need social and economic Improre- 
menta at home today as bulwarks against 
crlau that might Imperil our prosperity. It la 
qnlU ponible that one abn of Soviet poUcy 
la to ttr to promote bnstnen and financial 
erlsej-bgr making os orenpend on arms and 
aid against an uncertain future. 

But what of the Russian budget? Tha So- 
viet goremment ot^ot keep us on uneasy 
•treet nnltas It keep* up Us threat of sudden 
«iIUtaiT action. TbMt means maintaining a 
Mf arxny and air force. It means devoting a 
jpbatantlal part of lu Industry to producuon 
•f arms and other war necessities. It means 
working on atomic weapons. ' 

Ruida U imdoubtedly dobig all this. And It 
easts billio n s, whether your economy Is com- 
munltOe or capluUsUc, whether you are 
apendlng rubles or dollars. In addition. Ruula 
needs social and economic Improvemenls 
•Ttn more than the Onlt«d Statas do«s, 

Rnsida must spend to catch up with our 
atandards of production and living. It must 
apesd for war to keep m spending for de- 
frost. A point can come when plans for world 
eoDQaest are threat*ned by economic. It not 
nnanclal. banlcruptey. So perhaps oor record 
budget holds a rral promls{_pi peace. 

B«n. Joaeph B. Ball, chairman of congress* 
Joint "watchdog" labor committee, has been 
meeting with the authors of the TUt-Hart- 
ley law and other colleagues. Their purpose 
Is to put more teetb Intq that labor atatuta. 

"Bat Ur. Ball and Mr. Hartley wont be
